OF WORLD STATES 


Almost as Large »• Union 


of South Africa. 


WRsbiugton.—The creation of the 


world's newest proposed state has 
Just been proclaimed from what 
heretofore 
has 
been 
known 
as 


"Manchuria." The announced spon- 
sor for the projected government is 
the 
northeastern 
administrative 


committee. 
So far, four 
names 


have been bestowed on the new 
state, in rapid succesion: 
Ankuo, 


Daido (meaning "Great Union"), 
Manchoukuo 
("Land of Manchu- 


ria"), and Tatung ("Great Unity"). 
Until a name is finally settled up- 
on, the new territorial unit might 
well be caUed, descriptively. "Man- 
churia plus Jehol," says a bulletin 
from the National Geographic so- 
ciety. 


"Although the name of the pro- 


posed state seems to shift over 
night," continues the bulletin, "Its 
territorial mate-tip is reasonably 
definite. 
In it are included the 


three 
provinces 
that 
heretofore 


have made up Manchuria: Liaon- 
ing (also known as Fengtien and 
as Mukden province), Kirin, and 
Heilung (also known as Amur prov- 
ince). 
To these have been added 


Jehol, hitherto the adjacent prov- 
ince of Inner Mongolia, to the west.

Town has sprung up since 1905 and 
centers nround the imposing station 
of the Japanese railway. It has 
plazas and parks its streets are 
broad, and its buildings modern. A . 
mile and a third away lies the Old I 
Town, innlnsed by a wall, save on 
the side bounded by a tributary of 
the Sungari rher. The main street 
is surprisingly wide, but there Is 
marked congestion in other streets. 
Together, the towns have a popu- 
lation of between 80,000 and 100,- 
000.
